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INTRODUCTION. 


MoRE  than  one  difficulty  is  encountered  by  the  editor 
who  attempts  to  compile,  for  use  in  American  schools, 
repräsentative  specimens  of  German  humoristic  writing : 
in  the  first  place,  compared  with  the  other  great  literatures 
of  the  World,  German  letters  —  no  matter  how  rieh  in  all 
other  fields  —  are  unusually  harren  in  regard  to  this  spe- 
cific branch.  Humor  is  indeed  an  "  avis  rara ''  in  German 
literature.  Besides,  German  humor  differs  so  widely  in 
character  f rom  American,  that  only  in  exceptional  cases  is 
it  appreciated  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  With  most 
Germans  the  term  **  humor  "  has  retained  somewhat  of  its 
original  Latin  meaning :  the  Germans  expect  it  to  make 
their  eyes  "  humid,'^  in  other  words,  that  it  should  strongly 
appeal  to  their  sentiment.  Dickens's  humor  possesses  a 
great  deal  of  this  specific  dement,  and  it  was,  no  doubt, 
for  this  reason,  that  the  death  of  the  great  English  Aristo- 
phanes  was  feit  in  Germany,  in  spite  of  the  immense  war 
excitement  of  1870,  as  if  one  of  their  own  favorites  had 
been  taken  from  them. 

American  humor,  on  the  other  hand,  knows  of  no  tears ; 
it  is  of  a  decidedly  *^  dry  ''  character :  Artemus  Ward, 
and  Mark  Twain,  and  even  the  author  of  the  famous 
"Knickerbocker    History    of    New   York,''    Washington 
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Irving,  present  their  most  humorous  narratives  with  so 
much  gravity,  seriousness,  and  dry  dignity,  and  indulge  in 
so  much  grotesque  exaggeration,  that.  the  average  German 
fails  to  appreciate  the  humorous  points  o£  their  most 
exquisite  tales. 

The  present  volume  contains  six  short  stories,  —  or 
rather  episodes  and  sketches  of  a  lighter  vein,  —  which  the 
editor  thinks  may  be  considered  as  fairly  representative 
of  such  humoristic  writing  of  the  day  as  is  in  the  sphere 
of  interest  to  younger  American  readers. 


BIOGRAPHICAL   NOTES. 

Heinrich  Seidel,  the  author  of  the  first  and  third  sto- 
ries of  this  volume,  was  born  June  2  5th,  1842,  in  Mecklen- 
burg, the  home  of  Fritz  Reuter,  the  greatest  of  modern 
German  humorists.  After  graduating  from  a  preparatory 
school,  the  boy  entered  the  **  Gymnasium  "  of  Schwerin. 
Here  he  excelled  in  mathematics,  in  the  natural  sciences, 
and  in  German  composition,  —  studies  of  small  impor- 
tance,  —  but  f  ailed  to  distinguish  himself  in  the  f  ar  weigh- 
tier  subjects,  Latin  and  Greek.  So,  without  finishing  the 
course,  he  left  the  **  Gymnasium^^^  to  become  a  civil-engi- 
neer.  In  the  fall  of  1866  he  entered  the  "  Institute  of 
Technology  "  in  Berlin.  After  graduating  with  high  hon- 
ors  he  took  part  in  the  construction  of  the  Berlin-Pots- 
dam-Magdeburg Railroad.  The  hydraulic  apparatus  for 
lifting  railroad  engines  and  the  immense  iron  roof  of  the 
Anhalt  Station  in  Berlin  are  monuments  of  his  unusual 
skill  as  a  civil  engineer.     In  1878  he  severed  his  connec-

tion  with  the  railroad  in  order  to  devote  himself  entirely 
to  literature.  He  still  lives  at  the  capital  of  the  German 
Empire. 

Hermann  Sudermann,  beyond  doubt  the  greatest  artist 
among  Germany^s  dramatic  poets  of  to-day,  was  born  in 
Matziken,  province  of  East  Prussia,  on  September  30, 
1857.  He  entered  the  "  jReal- Gymnasium  "  of  Elbing,  but 
without  finishing  the  course  left  school  to  become  a  drug- 
gist.  In  1870,  however,  he  again  took  up  his  academic 
studies  at  the  ^^Real-Gymnasium  "  of  Tilsit,  and  after  grad- 
uation  attended,  from  1875  ^^  1879,  the  historical  and 
modern  language  courses  at  the  universities  of  Königs- 
berg and  Berlin.  For  several  years  he  was  connected  with 
the  editorial  staffs  of  various  Berlin  magazines.  As  a 
writer  of  poetry.  Sudermann  became  first  known  in  1889 
by  his  drama  **  Ehre,"  which  enjoyed  a  phenomenal  suc- 
cess  and  was  foUowed  by  other  masterly  productions,  viz., 
**  Sodom's  Ende"  (1890),  "Heimat''  (1892),  ^*  Die 
Schmetterlingsschlacht  "  (1894),  of  which  "  Heimat  "  was 
acted  even  in  the  theatres  of  Paris  and  London.  Not  less 
artistic  than  his  dramatic  writings  are  Sudermann's  novels, 
the  titles  of  which  are  *'  Im  Zwielicht,"  from  which  the 
second  story  of  this  volume  is  taken,  —  "Zwanglose 
Geschichten  "  —  "  Geschwister  " —  "  lolanthe's  Hochzeit " 
—  "  Frau  Sorge  "  — "  Der  Katzensteg  "  —  Es  war."  — 
The  author's  skill  in  portraying  psychologically  interesting 
characters  is  not  less  admirable  than  his  vivid  realism  in 
picturing  the  landscape  of  East  Prussia,  his  native  district, 
in  which  the  scene  of  the  bodies  of  most  of  his  stories  is 
laid. 
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Emil  Frommel,  from  whose  book  "  In  des  Königs 
Rock  ''  the  humoristic  episode  "  Das  eiserne  Kreuz  "  is 
taken,  and  who  died  Nov.  9,  1896,  was  a  noted  theologian 
and  writer  for  the  masses.  Born  at  Karlsruhe  (Baden), 
on  January  5th,  1828,  he  devoted  himself  to  the  study  of 
divinity  at  the  universities  of  Halle,  Erlangen,  and  Tübin- 
gen, and  after  having  had  Charge  of  churches  at  Altluss- 
heim  near  Heidelberg,  at  Karlsruhe,  and  Barmen,  he  was 
called,  in  1869,  as  chaplain  to  Berlin,  where  in  1872  he 
was  promoted  to  the  place  of  Chaplain  to  the  Imperial 
Court.  During  the  Franco-German  War  of  1870-71  he 
served  as  a  chaplain  in  the  army  of  General  von  Werder. 
Besides  numerous  sermons  and  a  noteworthy  literary  con- 
tribution  to  the  church-history  of  the  grand-duchy  of 
Baden,  he  has  published  a  large  series  of  populär  stories 
which,  on  account  of  their  unaffected  piety,  vigorous  lan- 
guage,  and  healthy  humor,  have  become  great  favorites 
with  the  German  people.  The  titles  of  these  collections 
are  :  "  Erzählungen  für  das  Volk  "  and  ^'  Allerlei  Sang  und 
Klang.'' 

At  the  Summer  Festival  of  the  German  Authors'  Asso- 
ciation, held  in  Charlottenburg,  near  Berlin,  in  the  month 
of  August,  1895,  a  ballot  for  the  most  populär  writer  of 
the  day  resulted  in  a  first  choice  for  Nataly  von  Esch- 
STRUTH ;  Ernst  von  Wildenbruch  and  Paul  Heyse  taking 
the  second  and  third  places,  respectively,  in  the  hearts  of 
their  countrymen.  Nataly  von  Eschstruth  is  a  soldier's 
child  par  excellence^  all  her  ambitions,  social  and  literary, 
culminating  in  the  military  profession.  She  was  born  May 
I7th,  1860,  as  the  youngest  daughter  of  a  lieutenant  of  the 
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Hessian  Hussars,  who  in  1867  was  promoted  captain  of 
the  Thuringian  Hussars  in  Merseburg,  and  in  1872,  owing 
to  another  promotion,  was  transferred  to  the  capital  of 
the  German  Empire.  Through  her  talented  mother,  who 
before  her  marriage  was  a  Baroness  Schenk  zu  Schweins- 
berg, Nataly  received  a  thorough  artistic  education,  which 
develöped  at  an  early  age  her  unusual  intellectual  gifts 
into  an  ardent  love  for  poetry  and  poetical  production. 
During  a  two  years'  stay  at  a  boarding-school  in  Geneva 
(Switzerland)  she  pubHshed  a  volume  of  short  stories, 
which  were  received  with  the  greatest  interest  everywhere. 
These  Swiss  novelettes  were  foUowed  by  a  volume  of 
*^  Humoresken,''  —  from  which  the  last  two  stories  of  the 
present  volume  are  taken,  —  and  soon  came  in  quick  suc- 
cession  a  long  series  of  works  of  fiction  which  completely 
won  the  hearts  of  the  reading  public.  In  1891  Nataly 
von  Eschstruth  was  married  to  Franz  von  Knobelsdorff- 
Brenkenhoff,  a  captain  in  the  regiment  of  the  Alexander 
Grenadiers  of  Guards  in  Berlin,  with  whom  the  author- 
ess  is  reported  to  enjoy  the  happiness  of  an  almost  ideal 
married  life.  Although  now  the  mother  of  two  children, 
a  boy  and  a  girl,  and  though  personally  superintending 
every  detail  of  her  household,  she  still  finds  time  to  pre- 
sent, year  after  year,  the  untold  number  of  her  admirers 
with  a  new  product  of  her  prolific  pen.
